Strong protest of the three labor rep­ 
resentatives on the United States 
JUilroad Labor Board, a new wage 
cut of seven cents an hour for rail­ 
way shop mec hanics and nine cents 
for freight car men cutting 400,000 
shopment approximately 
$60,000,000 
a year, was ordered by the board to­ 
day. 
The new wage reduction brought 
an estimated 
added 
saving of $59,- 
669,347 annually to the railroads, fol­ 
lowing on the heels of a $50,000,000 
cut in the wages of maintenance of 
*way laborers last week. 
The shop craft’s decision becomes 
Effective July 1, the same date as 
last week’s order. 
The minority report of the labor 
Inembers pointedly stated that the 
majority decision was made “with no 
consideration of human needs,’’ and 
charges that it fails to carry out the 
function of the board to set a “just 
end reasonable” wage. 
“The tendency of this decision is 
to vindicate the propaganda of the 
railroads and consequently condemn 
such statements 
as 
the 
employes 
have been able to bring to public at-

rates,” the dlssentors said, adding 
that payroll slashes during the last 
six months of 1921 had been made, 
including layoffs, at the annual rate 
of $1,300,000,090 “in strong contrast 
to the increasing prosperity of the 
roads.” 
“The Increasing antithesis between 
profits and Just wages will result in 
lowered morals, thus reductions will 
not result in economies,” the min­ 
ority opinion said. 


Will Take Strike Vote.

With the strike vote returnable on 
June 30, a walkout could be called

tail Coal Merchants’ Association. 
Hoover met about forty-five mem­ 
bers of the mission to discuss co­

A FREE HAND FOR HUGHES. 
Probably no administration 
that 
ever 
held 
power at Washington ever had a 
freer hand in foreign affairs than this one, 
~so far as the public is concerned. 
In the 
foreign field, a sphere of immeasurable im­ 
portance now, 
Mr. 
Harding and Mr. 
Hughes have had complete liberty to do 
whatever they wished. Although in many, 
if not in most, respects the foreign policies 
adopted by the administration have not 
been the foreign policies which a majority 
of the public desired, there has been but 
little public protest and practically no se­ 
rious opposition. 
It is said that during the meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United 
States at Washington the other day the 
hotel lobbies fairly buzzed with criticism 
of the administration’s policy of non-parti­ 
cipation in European affairs. But this indi­ 
vidual discontent with the line the adminis­ 
tration is following, has not taken the form 
of public protest or of systematic pressure 
in favor of a change. 
The people don’t 
like what is being done and they say so to 
one another, but they refrain from doing 
anything to alter the policies to which they 
object and they interpose no obstacles in 
the way of the administration’s policies, al­ 
though they do not like those policies. 
NowTiere is this plainer than in the mat­ 
ter of Mexican recognition. 
The public is 
at an utter loss to explain why the Obregon 
government has not been extended official 
recognition by the United States; but only 
here and there at long intervals does one 
find any public criticism of the policy 
which is being pursued towards Mexico.

A CHALLENGE TO THE FLEET. 
It seems that a large American warship 
will have to be sent to Washington at once. 
Not to bombard the 
capitol 
in order to 
wake up congressmen 
sleeping on their 
jobs, and not to over-awe the bellicose Tom 
Watson of Georgia who has again chal­ 
lenged one of his colleagues to meet him 
outside and fight it out with bare fists, but 
merely to show that the American navy 
can do anything that the British navy can 
and do it better than the Britishers. 
The long and the short of the matter is 
that British tars have just taken H. M. S. 
Raleigh, the flagship of Vice Admiral 
Pakenham, up the Potomac to Washington. 
No American warship of anything like the 
Raleigh’s size has ever made the trip, and 
no American commander has ever tried to 
take a big ship up the Potomac to Washing­ 
ton for the simple reason that any such un-! 
dertaking seemed likely to end in the ship j 
going aground. The channel is tortuous 
and shallow as channels go nowadays and 
the game did not seem to be worth the ; 
candle. 
It will have to be attempted now, how­ 
ever,, and the sooner the 
better. 
The 
Raleigh scraped bottom several times on 
her trip, which is not surprising in view of I 
the fact that she draws 21 feet and the Po­ 
tomac channel in some places is very little 
over a score of ;feet in depth. But clever 
seamanship 
brought 
the British cruiser 
through and she has the distinction of being 
the biggect and 
most powerful warship 
that the capital has ever seen. 
Her feat 
is a challenge—a friendly one, but one 
which cannot be ignored. 
The Stars and 
Stripes will have to be taken up the Po­ 
tomac to Washington by a cruiser just as 
big as the one which carried the Union 
Jack up the historic stream.
